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FOR A LONG TIME THERE HAVE 
been two paramount arguments 
against homosexuality. The first 
came from the Bible. The King James 
~ Version of Leviticus 18:22 is quite 
clear: “Thou shalt not lie with 
mankind as with womankind: It is 
abomination.” Then again, in that 
same Bible, Exodus sanctions selling 
one’s youngest daughter into slav- 
ery. In fact, elsewhere in the Good 
Book, we're told that a woman 
caught wearing garments made 
from two different threads should be 
burned to death and that a man 
caught planting the wrong crops 
must be stoned to death. Oddly, the 
folks who most often use the Bible to 
defend their bigotry fail to mention 
these absurdities. 

Darwin, whose theory of evolu- 
tion says that all life originated from 
a common ancestor, made the other 
frequently cited argument against 
homosexuality. The reason the tree 
of life is so varied is because repro- 
duction is an inexact . 
Mutations arise that either help or 
hinder existence. Helpful ones create 
new lineages; harmful ones die off. 
“Survival of the fittest” is an 
abridged way of saying organisms 
__ with mutations that increase the 
species’ chances of reproduction do 
better than ones that don’t. 

But mutation alone doesn’t 
explain all the variety in nature. To 
address that, Darwin developed his 
idea of sexual selection. Sexual selec- 
tion is meant to explain how things 
like a peacock’s omamental tail—

tists and Christian-right literalists 
both agree, for different reasons, that 
homosexuality is unnatural. 

Now, while the rest of the country 
is grappling with the issue of gay 
marriage, Stanford evolutionary 
ecologist Joan Roughgarden is trying 
to untangle Darwin's mess by pub- 
lishing Evolution’s Rainbow: 
Diversity, Gender and Sexuality in 
Nature and People. Roughgarden’s 
thesis begins with the idea that since 
homosexuality is not a reproductive 
strategy, according to Darwin it’s an 
aberration that should die off. But 
instead of deciding that homosexu- 
ality is wrong from an evolutionary 
standpoint, Roughgarden arrived at 
another conclusion: Darwin's theory 
of sexual selection must be wrong. 
Traveling this path and others, her 
book marks the first time that a sci- 
entist has presented a cogent chal- 
lenge to one of Darwin's sacred 
cows. 


What made you start to question 
the traditional view of homosexual- 
ity in biology? 
In June of 1997, I was marching in 
San Francisco's gay-pride parade. It 
was an epiphany. I was stunned by 
the sheer numbers of gay people. I 
had read, like everyone else, 
Kinsey’s report that gays are one out 
of every 10 people—a series of sub- 
sequent studies have backed up his 
iginal data, and even the most con- 
servative of those put the number at 
one in 20—but to see that play out in 
the world was startling, I knew that

have. Darwin had very specific sex 
roles for males and females. He 
wrote that females are docile and 
dainty and always prefer mates who 
are attractive and vigorous. But the 
world doesn’t work like that. A 
quick look at humans tells you that 
women don’t always prefer muscle- 


transfer of sperm, then it’s a very 
inefficient method for doing so. One 
of the other things Darwin's theory 
teaches us is that when a species 
exhibits a trait that is inefficient, it is 
selected against. So, unless evolution 
has somehow overlooked sex, mak- 
ing it inefficient in contrast to all the

bound models. It’s really obvious, 
but women choose all kinds of men 
as mates, and very rarely do those 
choices have to do with exhibited 
traits, like the peacock’s tail or a 
stag’s antlers, that Darwin thought 
represented “good genes.” 

In fact, the whole good-gene idea 
is suspect. The idea that a female 
could look at a male and tell by his 
appearance how good his genes are 
and how those genes are going to 
play out in 20 years is extremely far- 
fetched. Scientists have been trying 
to prove this idea experimentally, 
and it never bears out. It doesn’t bear 
out, because not even supercomput- 
ers can offer that kind of predictabili- 
ty. 


other, wonderfully adapted traits 
that have evolved, then mating must 
really be serving multiple functions 
of which one is the occasional trans- 
fer of sperm. 


So what is the purpose of sex in 
nature? 

It's an incredibly effective form of 
tactile communication. It keeps ani- 
mals in touch. It’s very up close and 
personal. It also helps explain why 
animals have so many different 
parts of their brain, so many neurons 
that confer pleasure. In most species, 
especially social species like mam-

his theory? 

A theory that fits the data. I have 
replaced “sexual selection” with 
“social selection.” In social selection, 
animals are organized differently. 
Their organization is arranged to 
control access to reproductive 
opportunity, which includes every- 
thing they need to reproduce: food, 
nesting sites, mates. Animals use 
their resources as bartering chips to 
buy help from others. Sometimes 
this leads to cooperation and some- 
times to competition. And this cre- 
ates all kinds of familial relation- 
ships. Under certain circumstances, 
that means monogamy, but under 
others, that means polygamy and 
polyandry. Not only are there many 
types of family organizations, there 
may even be more than two gen- 
ders. 

In bluegill sunfish, one gender of 
male is a controller, a sort of alpha 
male, who first sets up a large terri- 
tory and then solicits the help of 
another male gender through a 
same-sex courtship. The male pair 
bond together and then solicit 
females to lay eggs in their shared 
territory. Many species have multi- 
ple types of males, each type with a 
characteristic size, color and life his- 
tory. In some of these, like the 
bluegill sunfish, one of the male 
types is even patterned like a female, 
leading to what we might think of as 
a cross-gender presentation. Gender 
variation and same-sex sexuality call 
for viewing the act of mating as a

A quick survey of Canadian barbarism 


IN HEADLINES RAPIDLY RES- 
onating around the world, Canada’s 
largest seal cull in more than 50 
years was bandied about during the 
past week. Once again, part of our 
country, specifically the remote 
coves and floes of Newfoundland 
and Labrador, was portrayed as har- 
bouring a bloodthirsty and ruthless 
sort of folk, who’llaYerdowell stand 
in the way if there’s a dollar to be 
made. 

The federal government, and 
specifically the Department of 
Oceans and Fisheries, seemed rather 
taken aback by this portrayal— 
which Canada hasn’t enjoyed inter- 
nationally since the early ‘70s— 
merely mustering some muddled 
mutterings of the cull being “impor- 
tant for the local economy during a 
traditionally slow time of the year”, 
noting that “the harp seal population 
has more than tripled in size since 
1970” to more than five billion 
today, and insisting that the 
“Canadian seal hunt is a sustainable, 
economically viable fishery based on 
sound conservation principles”. 

Some would say that this is hardly 
a surprising attitude in a country vir- 
tually founded by fur traders, and 
several conservationist and animal 
rights groups—especially ones south 
of the border—have alluded to this 
“tradition” of ours, claiming that the 
seal are merely scapegoats for mis- 
management of fish stocks. 

But if the seal are anything, 
they’re certainly in fashion. 

And because they’re back in fash- 
ion, fur and seal skins are fetching 
higher prices than ever before. After 
plummeting in 2000, the price for 
top-grade harp sealskin—tradition- 
ally the most valuable seal prod- 
uct—have more than doubled to 
nearly $50, approaching the prices of 
the early 1970s. 

Arguably the commercial seal 
hunt plays a small role in the econo- 
my of Newfoundland and Labrador; 
according to the provincial govern- 
ment, the landed value of the 1998 
hunt was $8.75 million, declining to 
$7.5 million in 1999, and $2 million 
in 2000. Since the value of the entire 
Newfoundland and Labrador fish- 
ing industry exceeded $1 billion in 
both 1999 and 2000, it’s clear that the 
level of seal hunting that occurs ina 
given year is heavily dependent on 





there’s a killing to be made. 

Sure, headlines screaming bloody 
murder move copy and get people 
excited, but a more insightful exami 
nation of the cause and effects 
would probably serve the seals bet- 
ter than the simplistic depictions of 
Canadians as raving mad, blood- 
thirsty brutes. (Isn’t the NHL 
designed to popularize that particu- 
lar perception of Canadians wield- 
ing clubs on ice?) 

Noticeably absent from the choir 
of protests is Greenpeace, who either 
just haven't gotten around to it yet 
or have realized that the only way of 
leaving the seals.in one piece isn’t to 
pester the nearly extinct fishermen 
but rather the fashionistas and 
designers actually making a killing 
in this business. 

Anyone privy to last month's 
fashion week in Paris, or the more 
recent showings of 2004/2005 
fall/winter collections in Milan and 
New York, could tell you that fur is 
back with a capital B. Everyone from 
Galliano to Valentino to Dolce & 
Gabbana to Cerutti 1881 to Gaultier 
to Rykiel to Paco Rabanne clad their 
increasingly anorexic mannequins 
with opulent—yet skimpy—bits of 
flogged animal, to create what—one 
would guess—passes for the look of 
the chic, stone-age socialite caught in 
a spate of bad hunting luck. 

After all, who in this day and age 
needs haute couture tailored for the 
hunter-gatherer? In Cabot Cove it’s 
mostly Gore Tex, and as far as I 
recall the temperature in Paris rarely 
drops to the point where a flick of 
fur is the only thing that’ll save one’s 

onads from freezing solid. 

2 The apportioning of blame should 
therefore extend to how we all as 
consumers in the Western world— 
especially the consumers of fur— 
contribute incentive and viability to 
the trade. As long as there is a mar- 
ket for it, shooting seals will be an 
alternative for anyone with mouths 
to feed—not just fishermen waiting 
for the cod to come home. 

Perhaps it’s all simply part of the 
band-aid mentality so characteristic 
of Western soci W don't 
let’s look for the cause of the bleed- 
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Bush performance inspires... 
contempt, dismay, and disgust

few think of him as the 
thief/ trickster Scobie 
posits. It’s a theme lit- 
tered through his 
music, from “All 
Along the 
Watchtower” (“..said 
the joker to the 

thief”) to “Tears of Rage” 
(“Why must I always be the thief?”) 
on through to Allen Ginsberg’s sly 
press conference query as to 

whether “...there will ever be a time 
when [Dylan will] be hung as a 
thief.” 

And Dylan is a thief, stealing 
wholesale from old folk songs, Oscar 
Wilde (a verse from “Gonna Change 
My Way of Thinking”), F. Scott 
Fitzgerald, and contemporary 
Japanese novelist Jamichi Saga. For 
those who don’t get the point, Dylan 
flat out titles his newest album Love 
and Theft. 

Another facet of Dylan’s character 
that intrigues Scobie is his shifting 
persona. From work shirt 
Greenwich Village folk days to 
preening dandy, quickly switching 
to family man and on to born-again 
Christian, Dylan never sits still long 
enough for comfort. Shifting musi- 
cally and in his personal life, Dylan 
manages to confound critics and 
fans attempting to pin him down— 
and infuriate those who tried to rope 
him in for their own agendas (like 
AJ. Weberman, who dove into 
Dylan's garbage and pored over 
lyrics in an attempt to prove that 
Dylan was a heroin addict, or the 
Rolling Stone editors and writers who 
convened a special meeting to do an 
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autopsy on the 

critically loathed Self Portrait album.) 
Taking on different identities, shift- 
ing pronouns from song to song (as 
he most famously did in revised live 
versions of certain songs from Blood 
on the Tracks), even portraying the 
aptly named character Alias in the 
film Pat Garret and Billy the Kid—it all 
opens up Dylan and his work to any 
number of interpretations. As Scobie 
says at one point, it’s a central theme 
in Dylan’s work and in Scobie’s 


own. 

Thankfully Scobie doesn’t quite 
present the dry, academic analysis 
that all this might suggest on first 
glance. For all his zeal in dissecting 
songs and motives, he’s also playful 
and irreverent at points. He admits 
to a fondness for the almost univer-

(from Self Portrait), laughs at jokes 
hidden in the lyrics, even pokes a lit- 
tle fun at the man himself. Most of 
all, he’s a fan, with a fan's loving 
perspective, which makes this a joy 
for other Dylan devotees to read.

DOGVILLE WAS THE BARO- 
meter movie at the last Cannes Film 
Festival. Variety called it an “ideolog- 
ically apocalyptic blast at American 
values.” Screen claimed that it 
“emerges as a vivid and thoughtful 
exploration of a world condemned 
to suffer from the constant, grinding 
disappointments of human nature.” 

Whatever it is, it fits snugly into 
the arc of Lars von Trier’s oeuvre. 

The film centers on Grace (Nicole 
Kidman), a beautiful, well-dressed 
woman who, several decades back, 
wanders into dead-end Dogville, 
Colorado, which abuts an aban- 
doned silver mine and the Rockies. 
She is running from gangsters, and 
the seemingly kind townspeople 
take her in. She forges her strongest 
bond with Tom (Paul Bettany), a 
folksy intellectual. But once a police 
search commences, the townspeople 
turn against her, forcing her to suffer 
cruel behavior and even crueler acts. 
Christlike, Grace turns the other 
cheek until the person she considers 
her most trusted friend betrays her. 
Ina microsecond, she shifts gears, 
then unleashes vengeance like a 
Fury. 

One of von Trier’s first feature- 
length projects was an abstract video 
version of Medea (1988), the arche- 
typal revenge drama. With his later 
films—Breaking the Waves (1996) and 
Dancer in the Dark (2000)—he moved 
away from his headier early work 
and began to focus on good versus 
evil, female martyrdom and sacri- 
fice. (His idol, after all, is fellow 
Danish “spiritual filmmaker” Carl 
Theodor Dreyer.) In all his films, he 
closely observes power and its abus- 
es. Ever the moralist, he synthesizes 
all these concerns in Doguille. 

Moving even further away from 
the Dogme 95 manifesto than he did 
with Dancer, in which artifice-laden 
musical numbers evolved out of nat- 
uralistic scenes, von Trier eschews 
realism completely in Dogville. The 
set is a single stage, with chalk draw- 
ings marking the site of walls and 
doors. An offscreen narrator relays 
much of the action. Von Trier has 
mentioned several sources of inspi- 
ration, among them Brechtian the- 
ater, Kurt Weill’s song “Pirate 
Jenny” (also set in an isolated town) 
and the television plays that were 
popular in the 1950s and again in the 
1970s, Americans will think of 
Thornton Wilder's play Our Town, 
but von Trier says he had not read it 
until after preproduction. 

Von Trier has never visited the 
U.S.he has a fear of flying—but 
Dogoille, like Dancer, is set in small- 
town America.

The combination of the sets, the 
offscreen narrator, Kidman’s sub- 
tle, reserved performance and per- 
haps the overall tone of the film—it 
seems as if Dogville steps back 
from the more emotional dramatics 
of the previous two films. 
Yes, it is more intellectual and less 
emotional. | am not afraid of that. I 
don’t think there is one way a film 
should be. I’ve tried the emotional, 
and I think Dogzville has a little of 
everything. It lies very close to me. 
It’s filled with sarcasm and narra- 
tion. The whole setup is to me more 
than the “Golden Heart” 
stuff with Breaking the Waves and all 
that. This is kind of more “me,” I 
think.

Oh yeah, I always think I have 
found a very simple way to make a 
film, and it always turns out to be 
hell. These six weeks of Doguville 
were not pleasant at all, not at all—it 
was such hard work. To have 15 
actors at the same time, it was so 
frustrating. It was difficult. We shot 
six minutes a day 


The way you describe your life, or 
your work, it sounds like you have 
to put yourself through punish- 
ment. 

Yes, I'm punishing myself all the 
time. But it’s like a mountain 
climber, you know: “Argh, okay, I'll 
take this’”—masochism, or a fear of 
emptiness, call it what you will. My 
problem is that I have a lot of adren- 
aline, and if I don’t use it for climb- 
ing a mountain, | use it for some- 
thing completely destructive, which 
I’m trying not to do. I would love 
not to make films. 


What would you do? 

What would I do? That’s the ques- 
tion. I would go fly-fishing. I like the 
quietness of it. I would love doing 
that, but I've tried many times, and 
I’m very poor at it [laughs].

IT MAKES SENSE THAT THE 
ragged, jagged, bittersweet beauty at 
the core of Neil Young’s music 
should form the center of his pseu- 
do-narrative experimental film, even 
if the film itself doesn’t always make 
sense. 

Greendale is the film version of 
Young's current live show, and was 
produced written, directed, shot, 
edited, and scored (with the help of 
longtime backing band Crazy 
Horse) by the grizzled old lug, 
sometimes under the pseudonyms 
“Bernard Shakey” and “Toshi 
Onuki.” Essentially it’s a ten-part 
story told through a sequence of 
music videos, each of which repre- 
sent a track on his new album 

The work, most often described as 
“primitive,” is shot almost entirely 
on grainy, sometimes blurry Super 
8, and features a collection of 
Young's friends, family and stage 
crew as residents of a fictional town 
in California called Greendale. 

The serene refuge from the corro- 
sive outside world is home to the 
Green family, who have their whole- 
some country livin’ ruined when 
drug-running cousin Jed (Eric 
Harris) kills a cop. 

Now Grandpa Green (Ben Keith) 
can no longer read his newspa- 
pers—ones with fake headlines 
poorly glued on them—on the porch 
because the media descends on the 
family farmhouse. When he tries to 
chase them off with a shotgun, he 
suffers a heart attack that they eager- 
ly record for the evening news. 
Weasels!

Other characters woven through- 
out the story include the fallen offi- 
cer’s comrades and wife, a strug- 
gling artist, a rich gallery owner, a 
strange cowboy, and a dancing devil 
(also played by Harris). Young 
appears for a split second in the 
background of funeral scene, but 
also in a flashback as none other 
than Wayne Newton. 

What makes the Greendale both 
hopelessly rookie and intriguingly 
dreamlike, aside from being shot on 
Super 8, is that the amateur actors 
don’t speak but rather mouth 
Young’s words as he sings them on 
the soundtrack. The absence of any 
sound other than Young’s music 
molds the fantasy world, which is 
part music video and part old home 
movie. 

While Young displays some damn 
good directing and editing skills— 
particularly in some of the camera 
placements, dissolves and special 
effects—he's painfully over-the-top 
and sometimes just plain confusing 
with his message. 

















A series of cliché doom ‘n’ gloom 
video news clips are interspersed 
throughout the film, and the myste- 
rious cowboy stranger that Sun 
hooks-up with is never really 
explained. The most unintentionally 
hilarious scene, however, has a cou- 
ple of F.B.I. agents raiding Sun’s 
hotel room while she’s out clubbing. 
One kicks and shoots her kitty while 
the other turns the room upside 
down, and then leaves a massive 
bag of pot in the night table drawer. 
The next day Sun is busted while 
driving. Did she think it was a gift 
from a hotel-thrashing, cat-killing 
pot fairy or something? 

If by the end you still don’t get 
where Greendale is coming from, the 
last part is a rehearsal for the stage 
show where Sun/Young shouts out 
a bunch of hippie slogans, including 
“Be the rain, be the rain.” 

You bet there’s gotta be a lot of 
good music set to interesting visuals 
to make up for that line.

where. But this is a marginalized 
Italy, not, as he says, “the Italy we 
present, the small white city by the 
sea. 

“(I'm Not Scared is] based ona 
book, which in turn is based on 
facts that happened in the ‘70s. 
There were several kidnappings in 
the south of Italy. But this is not a 
film about kidnapping. It’s about 
loss of innocence, of the relation- 


ship between father and son. We 
needed a forgotten, abandoned 
place where you could hide some- 
body, and where children with 
nothing to do, while playing, they 
can find the secret and can keep it 
hidden.” 

His young actors are quite 
delightful, very beautiful, expres- 
sive kids. “I talked to over 600 chil- 
dren in that region. I didn’t ask 
them to act, | didn’t want profes- 
sional actors with experience. It’s 
better, the acting is more rea]. 
Children normally are fantastic 
actors, they live what they are 
doing. I just asked them to tell 
their life stories, to find common 
ground with the characters.” 

Salvatores himself comes from a 
different background, but perhaps 
because he is an artist, is drawn to 
rural areas as if to a blank canvas 
or an empty stage 

“I grew up in Naples, a southern 
city. When I was young I moved to 
Milan. Iam a city animal, but I 
always looked for empty spaces, I 
don’t know w hy. I adored the 
desert and high mountains where 
it was difficult to find people. In 
fact I like stories of characters 
forced to discover a new place, the 
soldiers in [Salvatore-directed] 
Mediterraneo, the young man in 
Marrakech Express. 

“| like it when men can confront 
nature, when.nature becomes a 
main character. In Canada you can 
feel this a lot. There are two sides: 
nature attracts me a lot, but it 
scares me a little. The impassive 
face of suffering. I grew up reading 
Conrad, Jack London, Melville.” 

These days, however, he seems 
to have pioneering women on his 
mind. “I’m thinking about two or 
three projects, one of which is a 
story I could shoot in Canada. 

“It’s not even a love story, it’s a 
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story about love. People come dur- 
ing the Depression, characters 
coming from all part of the world. 
A woman comes to a town, a small 
community looking for work 
Three different men fall in love 
with her, three different ways of 
being a man.” ' 

Foreign directors often get lured 
to Hollywood—Alessandro 
Innaritu Gonzalez (21 Grams) 
being the latest success. But for 
Salvatores, the art comes first 

“When Mediterraneo won the 
Oscar, they asked me to work in 
the States, but I didn’t feel up to it 
I thought I would lose my roots, 
my soul. Now that I’ma little 
stronger, I am thinking about mak- 
ing a film in English, but I want 
the idea to start with me. In Italy, 
the final cut belongs to the direc- 
tor. 

“Unfortunately, in Italy, the 
laws regarding cinema tend be so 
that the same films are made, the 
ones that get success,” echoing 
some of the complaints that 
Canadian filmmakers have about 
the funding infrastructures here 
“But you have to take risks. As 
Bertolt Brecht says, what is impor- 
tant is for the artist to be one step 
ahead of the audience. What hap- 
pens is, we're only in step, or 
behind.” 

That is the difference between a 
mere entertainer and an artist. And 
when Salvatores talks about Im 
Not Scared, he does talk about

Based on a bestselling Italian 
novel, I'nt Not Scared centres on a 
10-year-old boy, Michele, who is 
starting to discover truths about the 
kind of person he is and the realities 
of his parents and the adult world.

JOE SIMPSON SHOULD BE A 
broken Popsicle lying somewhere in 
the Andes mountains. 

In May of 1985, British climber 
- Simpson and his partner Simon 
Yates set out to scale the west face of 
Siula Grande, a hitherto unclimbed 
peak in Peru. Shortly after reaching 
the summit, Simpson fell and shat- 
tered his leg. 

Due to the remoteness of Siula 
Grande, there would be no way to 
arrange a rescue. Yates’ only 
recourse was to try to rope Simpson 
down the mountain. During a wors- 
ening storm, Yates inadvertently 
lowered his injured partner over an 
ice cliff. Unsure whether Simpson 
was alive but knowing that his part- 
ner’s weight was about to pull him 
off the mountain, Yates decided to 
cut the rope. (Though Yates was 
harshly criticized by other climbers, 
Simpson has always defended the 
decision, saying he would’ve done 
the same.) 

As recounted in Touching the Void, 
an audacious new docudrama by 
director Kevin Macdonald, Simpson 
survived the 150-foot fall but was 
stuck in a crevasse with a broken leg. 
The stoic Brit was, by his own 
admission, “stuffed.” Most people 
would say he was far worse than 
stuffed, although as Macdonald 
jokes during an interview, “That 
depends on what you're stuffed 
with.” 

In any case, Simpson endured 
almost incalculable suffering during 
his solo descent, which took place 
over several days. He wrote of his 
incredible ice in Touching the 
Void, a 1988 memoir that earned him 
legendary status in the climbing 
community and considerable 
acclaim . A ripping adven- 



















the contours of a dramatic film. 
“There are big’story problems in 
telling it as a drama,” notes 
Macdonald. “Most of it takes place 
with Joe on his own, or Joe and 
Simon each on his own separately, 
and most of what's good about the 
book is the way that Joe writes about 
what's happening inside his head.” 

Macdonald became involved in 
the project two years ago. A British 
filmmaker and journalist, 
Macdonald has often said that he 
aims to make documentaries that are 
as compelling and fully cinematic as 
the best fictional features. He suc- 
ceeded handily with 2000's One Day 
in September, his Oscar-winning 
investigation of the kidnapping and 
murder of Israeli athletes at the 1972 
Munich Olympics. 

Macdonald’s solution to the prob- 
lem of Touching the Void was to cre- 
ate an unusual hybrid. His film com- 
bines frank interviews with Simpson 
and Yates, dramatic re-enactments 
by actors (with Brendan Mackey as 
Simpson and Nicholas Aaron as 





ly harrowing.) 

“We had to start with a straight 
documentary and ramp up to that 
point,” says Macdonald. “Tt’s a film 
of two halves—the first is an adven- 
ture film and the second is a psycho- 
logical drama.”

The sequences in which the 
climbers talk directly to the camera 
can be just as gripping. As a success- 
ful public speaker and author (he 
also still climbs), Simpson has often 
talked about his experience at Siula 
Grande but never before with such 
candour. 

Simpson grimaces as he describes 
how Macdonald spent the better 
part of 20 hours grilling him. “Kevin 
was obviously trying to get the emo- 
tion out. Probably the only time I’d 
gone that deep into it is when I 
wrote the book and that was quite a 
distressing experience.” 

“There's a way in which you 
sometimes have an experience and it 
becomes a story,” says Macdonald.

FOR A LOT OF GIRLS, LIFE AS A 
grown-up woman looks pretty 
good: a job means money to buy 
stuff, you can go out on dates with 
anyone you want, and the parties 
are way better than the parents ‘n’ 
pop basement social failures that 
inevitably fill the gap until your 18th 
birthday, or at least your first fake 
ID. 

But it seems like such a long wait 
‘til the fun ever begins. 

This is how Jenna Rink (Christa B. 
Allen) feels in the retro-for-teens 13 
Going on 30. It’s 1987, Jenna’s mousy 
and insecure, susceptible to the 
social sanctions of the mean, popu- 
lar girls. Same old story, right? But 
on her 13th birthday, she wishes for 
the magazine fantasy of 30, flirty 
and thriving. Oh, if only she could 
bypass those awkward years! 

OK. Suspend your disbelief: 
thanks to magic “wishing powder” 
from her best friend and next door 
neighbour Matt (Jack Salvatore Jr.), 
her dream comes true. Before she 
knows it, she’s skipped 17 years, liv- 
ing ina New York apartment with a 
high-powered magazine job and a 
hockey star boyfriend. 

Like, wow! 

Suddenly, the skinny little girl is a 
tall, elegant woman (played by 
Jennifer Garner—a dead ringer for 
her teen self Allen!). Unfortunately, 
she’s still a teenager on the inside— 
she’s missed not only the years, but 
also the experiences and memories 
leading up to her 2004 self. For us, 
this means one lame party saved by 
a reenactment of the zombie dance 
sequence from the “Thriller” video, 
which is kind of worth the admis- 
sion alone! 

At her job, it pays to be 13, too— 
her “refreshing” new ideas are real- 
ly the result of her arrested develop- 
ment, which, let’s face it, is what 





consumers want. Nostalgia sells 
because it’s familiar but at the same 
time removed slightly from the 
everyday. That's part of the reason 
Jenna looks up her old pal Matt 
(who grows up to be the handsome 
Mark Ruffalo), who is now a cynical 
photographer who long ago gave 
up his friendship with Jenna and is 
now engaged to another girl. It’s 
such a bummer, because Matt's so 
totally cute now, and he kind of 
seems to be into her. But Matt 
doesn’t even like Jenna, because in 
the years since their falling out, she’s 
become as shallow and snaky as the 
popular girls she once idolized. 

Ouch! Her 13-year-old self 
doesn’t like that too much: after all, 
being a teenager is about people lik- 
ing you, and the bullying that works 
on other girls doesn’t equate to 
meaningful relationships as an 
adult. Duh! 

13 Going on 30 is marketed as a 
movie for teenagers, but it’s actually 
pretty good for those approaching 
30. There are some good lessons, 
like the part about being genuine 
and nice and taking care of your real 
friends. And the soundtrack rocks! 

But there’s something really ques- 
tionable about the idealization of 
youth that is implied in the unchal- 
lenged nostalgia for the ‘80s Reagan 
family values, complete with pink 
houses and picket fences. I mean, 
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isn’t the whole cutthroat business 
thing totally American Psycho ‘80s? 
Politically, we turn to nostalgia as a 
way to counteract our fear of 
change. Think it through. In the ‘80s, 
politicians trotted out the ‘50s as an 
antidote to the world’s shifting 
power and wealth moving from 
America to places like Asia, and to 
now wish for the “simplicity” of the 
‘80s is likewise a shift toward a kind 
of conservatism that we shouldn’t 
really trust—Gordon Gekko, any- 
one? 

Ona more personal level, Jenna 
wishes she could turn back time and 
fix things so that she could be with 
Matt. But real grown-ups go 
through the pain of making those 
mistakes, learn from them and deal 
with the consequences. We get 
burned, and lose our innocence a lit- 
tle. It sounds terrible, but that’s 
life—the difference between teenage 
wishful thinking and adult wisdom, 
and that hard-earned wisdom is 
what hopefully keeps us from 
repeating those mistakes. Jenna’s 
mother is the only one to recognize 
this: she regrets none of the mistakes 
she has made in her life. 

You earn your scars, and to want 
to erase them is, like, immature. You 
can’t undo your actions, and you're 
supposed to learn this quite early on 
and take the consequences.

EDMONTON OPERA ARTISTIC 
director Brian Deederick doesn’t see 
any contradiction whatsoever with 
his venerable company’s producing 
the seminal Rodgers and 
Hammerstein Broadway-associated 
musical South Pacific. 
While not a traditional denizen of 
the high operatic canon, the Pulitzer 
Prize-winning musical based on 
James A. Mitchener’s Tales of the 
South Pacific (partially composed to 
highlight the talents of 
Metropolitan Opera basso singer 
Ezio Pinza, the star of the original 
1949 Broadway production) is 
increasingly popular with the 
world’s opera companies, says 
Deederick, who directs the brand- 
new production of the musical 
being built from scratch by his com- 
pany. 
“You're seeing references to musi- 
cals like South Pacific in European 
texts as New York operettas, and in 
100 years, works like this will not 
only be firmly in the operatic canon, 
they’re likely to better survive than 
many modern operas,” he says of 
the ever-popular musical boasting 
“highly memorable” music by 
Richard Rodger, lyrics by Oscar 
Hammerstein II and book by 
Hammerstein and Joshua Logan. 
“Fiddler on the Roof is a staple in 
many European opera houses at the 
moment, while (composer Carlisle 
Floyd’s 1970 modern opera) Of Mice 
and 
Men might not survive the 21st 
Century.” 
“Sometimes we lose track of the fact 
that Verdi and Puccini wrote for 
money and Puccini only considered 
an opera a success when he heard 
the music being played by organ 
grinders and hummed by boys on 
the street,” says Deederick, also 
happy to be able to mark the 25th 
anniversary of the Edmonton 
Opera’s first production of South 
Pacific in the company’s 40th 
anniversary year. 
South Pacific's unforgettable score 
includes a plethora of super-hum- 
mable and universally recognizable 
songs like “Bali Ha’l,” “Happy 
Talk,” “You've Got to be Carefully 
Taught,” and “Some Enchanted 
Evening.” First embodied on the 
Great While Way by Pinza (in his 
Broadway debut) and Mary Martin 
(who actually washed her hair on- 
stage every time she performed 
“I'm Gonna Wash that Man Right 
Outta My Hair”), the musical was

an all-time record-breaking hit, with 
the original production lasting an 
amazing 1,925 performances. 

South Pacific was translated to the 
silver screen in 1958 film version 
starring Mitzi Gaynor and Rosanno 
Brazzi under the direction of Joshua 
Logan (director of the original 
Broadway production). 

While this Edmonton Opera pro- 
duction has a hybrid vibe (hence 
the cast split between seminal opera 
singers like Tracy Dahl and 
Theodore Baerg and members of 
Edmonton’s stage and musical the- 
atre community like Jeffrey Haslam, 
John Ullyatt and John Wright), it’s 
still a bona fide opera production. 
So, unlike many musical theatre 
productions that skimp on orches- 
tra and chorus, Deederick’s operatic 
take South Pacific features 34 instru- 
ments and players (plucked from 
the ranks of the ESO) and a 50- 
singer-strong chorus. 

Set during War II ona remote US 
army base in the South Pacific, the 
musical features two stormy 
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romances tainted by the less-than- 
pleasant race tensions: nurse Nellie 
Forbush’s (Dahl) troubled courtship 
with a middle-aged French planta- 
tion owner widower, Emile de 
Becque (Baerg), soured by her dis- 
covery that he had two children 
with late Polynesian wife; and 
Lieutenant Lt. Joseph Cable’s 
(Ullyatt) aborted affair with Liat 
(Anne-Marie Felicitas), the daugh- 
ter of Bloody Mary (Rebecca Hass). 
“Nellie doesn’t have a problem 
with Emile’s mixed-race children, 
but with the fact that he had a rela- 
tionship with a woman who wasn’t 
white,” says Deederick. 

“Tt was pretty brave... to tell this 
hard-hitting of a story in an musical 
that has one of the loveliest scores 
in all of musical theatre. It’s not just

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Dance is dance, but... 


Melding of Indian dance styles 
requires some flexibility

IN INDIA, HOME TO SOME OF 
the most exciting dancing on earth, 
there exist two very separate classi- 
cal dance styles. In northern India, 
people dance Kathak, a style that 
originated in temples as an effective 
and dramatic way to tell stories. In 
southern India, people historically 
dance Bharatanatyam, one of India’s 
oldest dance forms that weren’t even 
performed on stage until the early 
twentieth century. The two styles are 
so vastly different that they are not 
danced together, at least not until 
now. 

Local dancers Amika Kushwaha, 
who dances in the Kathak tradition, 
and Meera Varghese, a 
Bharatanatyam dancer, had the idea 
to fuse the two styles just as “a fun 
experiment.” Now, two years later, 
they have orchestrated their fun 
experiment into an entire, evening of 
groundbreaking music and dance. 

You might worry that breaking 
tradition and conjoining two perpet- 
ually separate devotional dance _ 
forms could cause some bellyaching 
from traditionalists, but Kushwaha 
assures that this hasnt at all been the 
case. “Dance is dance,” she prudent- 
ly observes. The only real roadblocks 
they've encountered in the creation 
of this performance is the fact that 
the dance forms have remained sep- 
arate for so many years for a pretty 
good reason -they are extremely dif- 
ficult to combine. 

Kathak is danced straight-legged 
and employs complex rhythm styles. 
“There’s a lot of abstract technique 
and graceful yet powerful hand- 
movements. The footwork is 
matched by the accompanying per- 





























cussion instrument, the tabla.” 
Explains Kushwaha. Despite this, it 
is a style that leaves “a lot of room 
for interpretation and experimenta- 
tion, provided that it’s true to the 
original dance style.” Knowing what 
is and is not acceptable expression of 
the Kathak tradition is not easy, as 
the form requires years of training. 
Kushwaha herself has been dancing 
it for over twenty years, yet still con- 
siders herself “not even a in the 
whole of Indian classical dance.” 

No less disciplined or challenging 
is Bharatanatyam dance, which, in 
contrast to Kuswaha, is danced with 
bent knees and ina seated position. 
There are “specific hand gestures 
and specific hand movements asso- 
ciated with everything, so whatever 
they dance has been on paper,” says 
Kushwaha with admiration. “ They 
don’t have as much footwork as 
Kathak, but they have more expres- 
sion.” 

Adding to the difficulty is that 
both styles are danced to different 
instruments and vocal styles. As 
such, Kushwaha and Varghese will 
be joined onstage by a:small collec- 
tion of mostly local musicians and 
vocalists who are trained traditional- 
ly and able to accompany each 
respective dance. The musicians’ 
challenge was no less difficult than 
the dancers, as northern Indian 
dance requires a different instru- 
ment and different sound than that 
of southern India. 

Despite the copious amount of 
work required to spearhead and ful- 
fill this project, it was a success, both 
dances finding their place next to 
and within the other like “statues 
with clouds or northern lights 
around them.”

AS AT ANY REALLY GOOD 
shindig, there's all kinds of social 
and romantic complications unfold- 
ing at the fictional cocktail party 
tossed by A.R. Gurney’s Later Life, 
the urbane comedy currently being 
presented by Shadow Theatre. 

“It’s a work about human beings 
desperately wanting to make con- 
nections and being at an age when 
any connection you make is all that 
much more important,” says 
Shadow Theatre artistic director 
John Hudson, a longtime fan of 
Gumey’s award-winning plays, an 
oeuvre that includes Love Letters, 
Sylvia, The Dining Room, The Perfect 
Party and The Cocktail Hour. 

“It’s a wonderful comedy set at 
the most bizarre and eclectic party,” 
says Hudson, pleased to close 
Shadow’s season with his take on 
this theatrical staple. 

Later Life deconstructs a potential 
hook-up between u-tight and recent- 
ly divorced Boston banker Austin 
(played by David Ley) and Ruth 
(Michele Brown), a free-spirited 
woman he shared a similar romantic 
evening with in Capri several 
decades before. Complicating the at- 
times awkward reunion between the 
two potential lovebirds is a virtual 
parade of wildly diverse fellow 
cocktail party guests (all played by 
Davina Stewart and John Sproule) 
flowing through the cosy confines of 
a tony apartment balcony over-look- 
ing Boston Harbour. 


“It’s certainly a romance, but it’s 
also fun to see what happens as the 
evening unfolds between Austin 
and Ruth. There's suspense, a little 
bit of a mystery involved,” says Ley, 
who notes that much of the play’s 
tension centers around the anxieties 
of Austin, in particular his lifelong 
sense of dread that something bad is 
about to happen to him and also his 
discomfort with the changes taking 
place all around him in his beloved 
Boston. 

Ley says the play is based on the 
short story “The Beast in the Jungle” 
by the late-19th-Century American 
writer Henry James, proto-mod- 
ernist, master of the then newfan- 
gled psychological novel (including 
1881's The Portrait of a Lady and 
1886's The Bostonians), and an arche- 
typical Boston blue-blood, Harvard 
University graduate and resident of 
Beacon Hill. 

A much-dissected short story 
(most often read as an exploration of 
James’ suspected homosexuality, as 
in Eve Sedwick’s Epistemology of the 
Closet), “The Beast in the Jungle” also 
deals with a long-frustrated romance 
and a protagonist (John Marcher) 
torn by the “foreboding and convic- 
tion” that sooner or later he was 
going to be overwhelmed by some- 
thing “prodigious and terrible”. 

Gurney translates James’ classic 
tale into a universal meditation, a 
memory play of sorts, underlining 
the plethora of choices all humans 
have to make as they move through 
their lives, says Brown. 

“My character Ruth is all about 
being open to experience and being 
willing to take the much-less trav- 
eled road,” she says, as opposed to 
Austin, stuck in some very deep and 
fearful life-ruts of his own making.

JUST SO YOU KNOW, DAN 
BEJAR may not be as difficult as 
we've allowed ourselves to think. 

That will surely come as no news 
whatsoever to the countless mil- 
lions in Canada alone on whom the 
mention of Bejar’s name has 
absolutely no effect, but that’s not 
how it is for everyone, brothers and 
sisters. There are those of us who 

ize his name from a New 
Pornographers’ album, for example, 
and maybe even know that he left 
or quit that band or something 
because he’s, like, weird about the 
industry or something like that. And 
then, fewer still, there are those of 
us who know Destroyer, well 
enough in fact to quote favourite 
Bejar lyrics, discuss the pet peeves 
and common themes that come out 
in his writing and admire the qua- 
verous Bowieesquitude of his vocal 
delivery. We are they who care 
enough for everybody, and to these 
cohorts of mine, | say: Dan Bejar 
doesn’t seem so difficult. 

For instance, he rides ferries 
when required, just like other 
straightforward, pragmatic people 
do, every day, on their commutes to 
work and such. Bejar is commuting 
to Victoria, practicing with his pals 
in Frog Eyes, who he’s recruited for 
Destroyer’s new tour as both an 
opening act and bandmates. 

“And they are totally taking the 
songs to task, rendering them dras- 
tically different from the recorded 
versions from Your Blues, and that 
has a lot more to do with their aes- 
thetic than mine. [Frog Eyes’] Carey 
{Mercer] is doing a lot of the arrang- 
ing of the songs and coming up 
with most of the ideas, I’m just sort 
of singing them and going along for 
the wild ride.” 

For some, that might be a cavalier 
attitude to take toward your songs, 
but to Bejar, a man who isn’t as dif- 
ficult as he’s made out to be, it 
makes a lot of sense. Regarding 
Your Blues, he confesses that he 
didn’t really know what the record 
was supposed to sound like when 
he, David Carswell, and John 
Collins sat down to record it. ‘The 




















lyrics, the vocal melody, and the 
chords were all we knew,” he says, 
which left a lot of room for negotia- 
tion, even after he had committed 
the “songs”—his guitar and vocals, 
anyway—to tape. After that, it was 
up to the three of them and their 
synthesizers to “finish” the tracks, 
which was both easy and not easy. 

“Because the setup was so sim- 
ple,” Bejar says, “you just sat down 
in front of the computer and started 
just draping parts, using this one 
sound box for the different sounds. 
Once we figured out the technology 
of it, it was relatively straightfor- 
ward. 

“In other ways, though, it was 
more work in trying to manipulate 
these boxed sounds into sounding 
more interesting than the way they 
came out of the can. There were also 
hours of flipping through the differ- 
ent banks of sounds. When you've 
got hundreds of different orchestras 
at your disposal, eight different 
French horns or violins or tympani

sounds, it’s pretty easy to get dis- 
tracted, pretty easy to lose sight of 
where you are.” 

But, even now that the album has 
been packaged and released, Bejar 
doesn’t feel the process of writing 


that, while something like this is 
kind of open.” 

And that’s, Bejar says, where 
Frog Eyes come in. “They’re a pret- 
ty evolved wrecking unit. They 
have a way of knocking out songs,

these songs is over, and he gets the 
impression he’s not the only one 
who feels that way, which he’s total- 
ly okay with. “Yeah, I’ve read some 
things in print that say the record 
sounds incomplete, but I never take 
it as criticism. That’s when I know I 
nailed it,” he says. 

“Things that sound perfect and 
completely fulfilled or realized 
make me wonder if the initial vision 
was too easy, and maybe there’s 
only one reading of a record like 


making them sound like, in their 
own strange way, they make sense, 
even though they don’t sound any- 
thing like you imagined it would. 
And if you put any song in the 
hands of people who have strong 
musical ideas, it can morph into just 
about anything. For good or for 
bad, I mean, but I think if there’s no 
room for failure, then it’s probably 
not going to turn out that good, 
either.”

You need 
some classical music but you’re not 
sure where to go. Although many of 
Edmonton's chain stores once had 
large sections (or even dedicated 
rooms) for classical music, buyer apa- 
thy and perhaps an overestimation of 
Edmonton's potential consumer mar- 
ket have left chain stores only useful 
for discount re-issues, med compila- 
tions, or the latest crossover hit. So 
where do aficionados go when they’re 
looking for quality? 

These days, the road really begins 
and ends at the Gramophone (8724- 
109 St.). Just wrapping up its fifteenth 
year, the store is as good as any in 
North America and has weathered all 
of the storms that the volatile 
Edmonton market has thrown at it. It 
now enjoys a thriving existence as a 
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out of that.” 

Not wanting to be a cliché, James 
constantly challenges himself. His 
current CD, Traveler—a collection of 
blues-informed pop and R&B 
songs—is his most mature to date, 
embracing quieter moments and 
more nuanced sounds than can be 
heard in much of his previous work. 
As such, he has found himself with 
some unexpected peers. “The Celine 
Dion-type stations are playing some 
of my songs for the first time in my 
life. It’s the same stations that give 
Jann Arden all that play... and I like 
it,’ he laughs. For some, popular 
rotation on Adult Contemporary 
Radio might be cause for embarrass- 
ment, but James accepts his lot with 
the good-natured graciousness of 
those who are just happy to be doing 
what they love. In some ways, he’s 
just relieved to get as far away from 
the big band /rockabilly songs he

VANCOUVER’S STEVE DAWSON 
started a record label in 1995 called 
Black Hen music. The purpose: a 
means of presenting his solo record- 
ings and those of Zubot and 
Dawson, his renowned duo with 
Jesse Zubot. Since that time, Black 
Hen has evolved into an eclectic and 
groundbreaking label that hosts all 
manner of artists—from Tom 
Wilson’s favourite songwriter Bob 
Kemmis to-former Spirit of The 
Wester Linda McRae. Steve is get- 
ting set to do a cross Canada tour 
with two of his label mates, Don 
Rooke and Geoff Berner. SEE spoke 
to Dawson, via email, about sur- 
vival, success, and fighting chickens. 


Why did you start Black Hen? 

The label started out of necessity as a 
mailbox and phone number that we 
could use as a home base for releas- 
ing our own music. My band at the 
time was The Spirit Merchants, and 
we put out an album in ‘94—that 
was the first release. I was broke and 
moving about every six months, so I 
needed a constant address. I rented a 
mailbox and Black Hen Music was 
born! 


Where does the name originate? 
Around that time we were touring a 
lot and ended up at a crazy hippie 
house on the sunshine coast. We 
could rarely afford hotels so we 
were glad to sleep on their floor. 
They had a chicken coop, and I went 
over to a black one that looked kind 
of nifty. As I approached, it attacked 
me and dug its little ankle claws into 
my shin. After the bleeding stopped, 
I thought it was really funny and 
named the label in its honour. 


What criteria does an artist need to 
meet to be a candidate for your 
label? 

The artists generally reflect my spas- 
tic tastes in music. I like working 
with people that have their careers 
together to a certain extent, so we're 
not starting from absolutely nothing. 
But if I like the music enough, we 
can work with anyone. 


What is the mandate or goal of the 
label? 

To record, release, and promote cool, 
original acoustic-based music, and to 
support artists in their endeavours 
by whatever means possible. 


How would you define success for 
an eclectic label like Black Hen? 

I think survival in this strange busi- 
ness is a good gauge of success. It’s a 
tough time for the industry right

now ina lot of ways, so if a small 
label can build a reputation, a roster, 
release albums, and find a way to 
financially survive without totally 
selling out, then it’s a great success. 


Would you say Black Hen is suc- 
cessful? 

Artistically, yes. I’m really happy 
with the albums, the quality, the ros- 
ter, and the prospect of working 
with new people. I think the label is 
in its infant stages now and will 
grow considerably over the next 
three or four years, and I honestly 
have no clue what will happen in 
that time. Financially, we're scraping 
by—I'd hardly call it a success right 
now, but there’s lots of potential. 


What is your secret to juggling so 
many projects: Zubot and Dawson, 


the Great Uncles, your solo career, 
and running an independent label? 
I have to keep my musical activities 
at the forefront of how I spend my 
time, but it’s definitely a juggling act. 
I love touring and playing, but I also 
have certain responsibilities. 
Basically I work long hours, but shut 
off the phones and computers 
around noon and just focus on writ- 
ing music, or practicing for upcom- 
ing gigs or tours. I just finished a 
book on slide guitar, as well; it’s 
released on Mel Bay [Publications]. 
It was a pretty massive undertaking, 
and I look back on it and wonder 
where I had the time to do it—but, 
somehow, things just get done. 


A lot of the acts signed to Black 
Hen are the kind which exist on the

THE WAILIN’ JENNYS 


LET’S FACE IT, THE IRREFUT- 
able hormonal nightmare of travel- 
ing across Canada with three 
women cooped up ina road-weary 
van could—at the best of times—be 
considered a terrifying endeavor for 
most of us. For the ladies of 
Winnipeg-based, acoustic roots act 
The Wailin’ Jennys, however, life 
has never been better since they 
ditched their solo careers, teamed 
up, and set out touring together. 
Comprised of Carla Luft, Nicky 
Mehta and Ruth Moody, The 
Wailin’ Jennys formed after the 
three well-established folk crooners 
decided to put on a casual joint per- 
formance just for fun. Little did they 
know a three-night stint at a little 
Winnipeg guitar shop would 
change the path each of them was 
onat the time. “It was actually a 
fluke,” laughs multi-instrumentalist 
Ruth Moody on her cell phone from 
the tour van. “We thought the 
response we got from those shows 
was really amazing, so from that 
point on we didn’t stop because 
people were really excited about the 
combination; two year’s later we're 
touring like madwomen.”

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influences and experiences, the 
Jennys consolidated their power- 
house line-up and began writing 
new original music together.

“Our voices work 
really well together, so just in terms 
of the range it fit together really 
well; even in the musical styles we 
all appreciated what everyone else 
was doing, so there wasn’t any con- 
flict.” 

It’s remarkable in itself that these 
three independent women were 
able to meld into one cohesive unit 
without a hint of turmoil, but what's 
more, they’ve been having fun 
doing it. From skidooing and ice- 
driving in the high arctic to basking 
in the sun at summer folk festivals, 
Moody says the Jennys have been 
on cloud nine since striking out 
together, and she’s hard pressed to 
find any downside to the new 
arrangement. “Carla is saying dri- 
ving isn’t fun if one of us forgets to 
wear deodorant, or if someone eats 
too many beans,” Moody laughs as 
the other girls giggle in the back- 
ground. “There isn’t very much per- 
sonal space, but just being able to 
play for an audience makes it worth 
it for me. We've been so lucky in the 
response we've had, and that’s why 
we doit. It’s a really wonderful life: 
we get to see different places, meet 
amazing people, and it’s very 
enriching.” 

Riding on the success of their 
amply portioned vocal harmonies, 
spacious drums, upright bass and 
rootsy arrangements, the Wailin’ 
Jennys are celebrating the release of 
their first full-length album, 40 Days, 
this week. The record will soon be 
distributed in Australia and the UK, 
so come check ‘em out before they 
ride into the sunset together, taking 
their uniquely feminine folk with 
them.

HEADRUIN 
WHEN YOU OPENLY PROCLAIM 
yourself “Edmonton’s most explo- 
sive band ever” after being in the 
music scene for less than a year, 
you’ ve got some pretty colossal- 
sized expectations to fill. But, with 
their celebrity limo-stealing, wet t- 
shirt contest judging, debauchery- 
loving hard-rock ways, Headruin’s 
quintet of young hoodlums seems 
to be on the right track in terms of 
proving themselves in the realm of 
entertainment. 

“I grew up listening to bands like 
Motley Crue who were all about the 
energy and the insanity—that’s 
something that we have in our 
band,” explains bassist Donny 
Fournier. “Loud, aggressive and 
energetic is the best way to describe 
us: we're very much about energy 
on stage and spreading that energy 
over the room.” 

Fournier says lively on-stage 
antics are a big part of why he con- 
siders Headruin such an “explo- 
sive” act, but he’s quick to point out 
that the band has made a moderate 
eruption onto the scene, despite 
their limited experience together. “I 
think a big part of it comes from the 
fact that things went really quickly 
for us: we started out opening for 
major acts that came through town. 
Our first show was opening for 
Closure and we were already head- 
lining after that, which you don’t 
normally see,” he notes. “There are 

friends of mine who have been 
around for years and they're going, 
‘How the hell did you guys do 
that?’ And we don't really know.” 

Of course, when you idolize such 
deviant role models as Motley Crue, 
it takes a little bit more mischief to 
really create a musical Molotov 
cocktail worthy of the term “explo- 
sive.” Maybe that’s why the band 
took up the hefty task of judging a 
wet t-shirt contest—which included 
a free breast job for the winner—in 

December or weaseled their way 
into a few recent Juno parties just to 
take incriminating photos of celebri- 
ties. “Stealing Ryan Malcolms’ limo 
was pretty funny,” Fournier 
recounts of his favourite Juno mem- 
ory. “We had the opportunity to go 


to all these parties, so when the 
opportunity to ‘borrow’ Ryan 
Malcolis’ limo came up, we did. 
We were leaving one party, asked 
who’s limo it was, and Ryan’s man- 
ager was right there and told us it 
was his, so we just took it.” 

If you're looking for something a 
little more volatile than garage-rock 
shoe gazing this weekend, you can 
check out Headruin as the band 
stumbles courageously forward in 
the quest to be Edmonton’s most 
“explosive” band ever. Be sure to let 
them know if they’re filling or 
falling over those big shoes of theirs 
too.

BLUES UNDERDOG

“| DON’T THINK ANYONE SHOULD 
cover ‘American Pie’ except Don 
MacLean,” laughs singer/song- 
writer Will Mimnaugh (Wil to you) 
about his former days as a cover 
musician in Calgary. “I think a per- 
fect world would be [where] no one 
ever covers that song ever again.” 

Fortunately for Wil, days of hav- 
ing to take requests from blurry- 
eyed boozehounds are far behind 
him. After years of slogging away in 
local dives as a human jukebox, Wil 
realized that, by just ‘getting by’, he 
was becoming trapped in his own 
complacency. Playing covers might 
have paid the power bills, but some- 
times the prospect of being broke 
but creating something you believe 
in artistically is more alluring than, 
say, a functioning kitchen. 

In 2002, he released his self-pro- 
duced debut, Both Hands; acoustical-

THE IDEA THAT YOU CAN WALK 
out of a gig with a customized CD- 
quality recording of the very show 
you just watched is mind-boggling. 
Then again, the concept of the Pixies 
reforming more than a decade after 
hostilities led frontman Black Francis 
/ Frank Black to disband the group 
via fax is goddamn amazing, too. 

Following in the footsteps of 
artists like Billy Idol and Antibalas, 
the band enlisted the services of Disc 
Live to make 1000 double-CDs of 
each of their club shows available 
minutes after the sets end. 
According to Disc Live's website: 
“The company has recently custom 
built the world’s first self-contained 
mobile mastering and manufactur- 
ing facility that implements this tech- 
nology and can make 800 CDs in 20 
minutes with the first 200 units 
being available less than five min- 
utes after the last note has been 
recorded.” Holy shit is right. 

It may be premature speculation, 
but this is probably the most impor- 
tant innovation to the industry since 
filesswapping was invented, and, at 
a certain level, the ideal solution to 
fears of piracy. Think about it this 
way: talented, hardworking bands 
that have earned a solid fanbase can 
reward, and in turn be financially 
rewarded by, fans willing to pay for 
a record of the live experience. It also 
ensures a certain quality of live per- 
formance if the artists want to sell 
CDs to those making the decision to 
buy mid-way through the gig. 

Of course, the recordings will 
show up online anyhow, so it 
becomes a question of deciding 
whether a limited edition, 76-minute 
double-live CD package with cus- 
tomized cover and discs stamped 
“Edmonton 04.18.2004” is worth $30. 
It's about the same price as a T-shirt, 
but if the sound sucks, who wants it? 

Good news: the recording 
sparkles. In fact, youd never believe 
something right off the floor with no 
post-production tinkering could 
sound this good. From the (very 
appropriate) “Dead” 


- through the rest of the 26 classics, 


neither the instruments nor vocals 
fight each other or the crowd noise 
for dominance, Granted, you don’t 
experience the full-on ape-shittery 


that was an audience in reborn-indie 
rock ejaculation, but all the better to 
hear Black’s raw howl on “Gouge 
Away” and “Debaser,” Joey 
Santiago's swirling guitar on “Here 
Comes Your Man,” Dave 
Loverling’s driving beats on 
“Holiday Song,” or Kim Deal's soft 
touch on “In Heaven” and closer 
“Into The White” (the group's 
favourite set ender, according to the 
liner notes of Complete B-Sides). 

Not surprisingly, the performance 
is light on material from the more 
acrimonious Trompe Le Monde peri- 
od. That means no “Planet of 
Sound,” although they did play 
“Subcultcha” and “U-Mass.” Other 
highlights include the UK Surf ver- 
sion of “Wave of Mutilation” a par- 
ticularly sinister “Nimrod’s Song,” 
and the emotional wallop of 
“Velouria.” It more than makes-up 


for the absence of “Dig For Fire.” 





They may be balder and rounder 
(Black becomes more King Kong 
Bundy by the second), but the music 
is tight and packed full of the energy 
impossible to muster if you’re only 
in it for the money and didn’t 
rehearse with due diligence. 

All of the live show pre-orders at 
www.disclive.com are sold out, but 
any leftovers will be up for grabs 
after the tour, so you might still 
score one and avoid crippling indie 
rock regret. Before diving into “Mr. 
Grieves” Black cackles “T hope 
everything is alright.” Take a listen 
to Live in\Edmonton and you'll know 
‘that“yes"“is'a welcome understate- 
ment.

HIS HEART MOST CERTAINLY IN THE RIGHT 
place, Prince returns to us with a little bit of 
inspiration after what would seem to be a 
weird period of whimsical wandering in the 
wilderness, Where did Prince go when he 
came up with ‘The Rainbow Children’? While 
one can only speculate, we can now be sure 
that he is somewhere else entirely, as 
‘Musicology’ is as much a resurgence of 
everything we love about Prince as it is a sub- 
tle comeback of sorts: yep, he’s still got it, 
somewhere, and he can still feel it. By ‘it’ | 
mean his relaxed sense of self-confidence, his 
taste for synth lines as sweet and temporal as 
cotton candy, his gritty, low-down sensual 
side (even though he’s a JW now) his irre- 
pressible penchant for showbiznass, and his 
undisputable ability to rip a guitar to shreds. 
The lyrics are a little heavy on the Velveeta, 
and though Prince is relying on the type of 
material he knows he’s good at, there are the 
tiny moments of poetry here so characteristic 
of Prince's many idiosyncrasies, the same 
idiosyncrasies that leave us in awe, still, of the 
one man who can make his guitar reach 
orgasm at the end of a solo. ‘Illusion, Coma, 
Pimp & Circumstance’ is one such bit of mod- 
em poetry, leaving the other song lyrics in the 
‘soap-opera dialogue’ category, but could we 
really expect anything else?

lective. It's uneven at best, with highlights 
including the snippets of revolutionary jargon 
that run through EL-P and Camu Tao's 
“Weatherman Radio,” Murs’ venomous 
“You're Dead To Me,” RJD2's “Clean Living,” 
Aesop Rock's “All in All”. Weak efforts from 
newer acts 4th Pyramid (“Aquatic”) and 
Hangar 18 (Beatslope, “Take No Chances”) 
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don't fare too well in comparison but, then 
again, veterans like C-Rayz Walz (“Jello”) 
aren't exactly at the top of their form. Still, 
considering the glut of no-brain rap to be 
found on the radio, this can be considered a 
sign of hope.

We came to know Sixtoo (akaVaughn 
Robert Squire) when he rolled with 
fellow Halifax-native Buck 65 (as the 
Sebutones). And, as twisted as Buck 


can be on a lyrical tip, Sixtoo is a 
hundred times more wigged-out on 
his instrurnental bent. Truly on some 
other shit, his Ninja Tune debut isn’t 
as dark as the Antagonist Survival 
Kit album from last year. That was 
pitch black. Consider this black just 
as it starts to fade to grey. 


It’s a post-hip sock-hop 

What separates this from earlier 
works is that Sixtoo really rocks out. 
Now living in Montreal, he has 
friends in Godspeed! You Black 
Emperor to rock out with, too. If 
there weren't insanely funky beats 
attached to this, you'd think it was 
one hell of a psych-post-rock 
album—with a sound that'd make 
you think that Damo Suzuki from 
Can could just jump out at any sec- 
ond. AND THEN HE FUCKING 
DOES, MAN! WHAAAAT? “Storm 
Clouds and Silver Linings” is nine 
minutes of the most groundbreaking 
shit you'll hear this year. Sixtoo takes 
vocals that Suzuki laid down cold— 
he refused to hear any music when 








he came in the studio—and adds 
this insanely funky chopper-blade 
beat with some fuzzed-out Rhodes 
and other sonic craziness. The best is 
when Suzuki does one part like 
Grover from Sesame Street on acid. 
“Boxcutter Emporium Pts.1-3,” “Old 
Days Architecture” and “Snake Bite” 
are phenomenal as well, but don’t 
pick this up if you're easily freaked 
out or have a narrow view on what 
hip-hop should be.

Venerable city eatery doesn’t quite deliver 


THE BLUE WILLOW RESTAURANT 


(TAKE OUT)

THE BLUE WILLOW RESTAU- 
rant proclaims itself one of 
Edmonton’s longest- standing pur- 
veyors of Cantonese cuisine. This, in 
itself, is enough to provoke the 
curiosity of someone looking for a 
beacon of good Chinese food in the 
teeming ocean of options this town 
provides, not all of which are good. 
If the BW has hung in for half a cen- 
tury, they must be doing something 
right. 

Their website—www bluewil- 

” lowrestaurant,com—invites you to 
join your host, Vic Mah in his dining 
room. “Come and treat yourself and 
see who else has been to the restau- 
rant. Perhaps you'll recognize some 
of the names and the faces from 
Edmonton’s dynasty.” The come-on 
was intriguing, particularly its insin- 
uations of hockey greatness past and 
‘80s prime-time soap operas, but the 

~ blizzard had driven me inside, and I 
wasn’t about to go out and get sup- 
per if I could pay for someone to 
bring it to me. 

Ina previous incarnation, I was 
quite a fan of North China (two loca- 
tions to serve you in Edmonton), but 
mostly because I’ve always lived 
within their delivery radius. I never 
needed to venture out and try new 
things because I never got tired of 
their hot and sour soup, their pot- 
stickers or their szechuan beef. But 
last week, as I watched the 50th con- 
secutive hour of snow blow past my 
window, I decided to break new 
ground. Who knows, it might be the 
beginning of a long and mutually 
satisfying association. 

1 found the Blue Willow on-line 
(that address again is www.bluewil- 
lowrestaurant.com) and surveyed 
their delivery menu, which elides 
some of the fancier presentations 
you can only get in the dining room. 
A phone order for delivery was 
quickly deployed. I would enjoy a 
small wor wonton soup ($6), some 
BBQ pork loin ($6.75) for an appetiz- 
er, diced almond chicken with veg- 
etables ($9.50) and Szechuan beef 
($9.95), along with a little steamed 
rice, This sampling, aside from pro- 
viding me with two days of left- 
overs, would give me a general 

~ sense of the Blue Willow’s distinc- 
tive charms. 

It distinguished itself straight out 
of the gate by arriving very quickly. I 
seed unpacked the large brown 





bag and surveyed the booty, which 
came with the requisite plastic pock- 
ets of soya and plum sauce. Soup 
seemed the best way to start getting 
acquainted with BW, but this soup 
didn’t have much to say for itself. A 
mix of vegetables, chicken, pork and 
one measly prawn swam amidst 
pasty wontons filled with ground 
pork in a flavour-light broth. Adding 
soya sauce just made it taste like 
soya sauce. 

I don’t know what exactly I 
expected when I ordered the BBQ 
pork loin appetizer, but it was pre- 
cisely as advertised—cold slices of 
BBQ pork loin, which came in handy 
for snacking long after the meal, as 
the serving was generous. 

Almond chicken with vegetables 
can be a thing of beauty if the meat 
and vegetables are sensitively 
cooked and seasoned. The almonds, 
they don’t need any help. BW’s 
almond chicken was heavy on the 
almonds, luckily. The cubed vegeta- 
bles were overdone compared to the 
tender-crisp greens and generally, 
the overarching flavour of the dish 
was not pronounced. I keep jars of 
chilli paste on hand for just such 
occasions. 

Szechuan beef is made of beef 
strips coated with flour and corn- 
starch, deep fried, then tossed in a 
thick, sweet spicy sauce with carrots, 
onions, and pepper strips. I was dis- 
appointed to find BW’s version was 
pretty typical—a little too heavy on 
the flour coating, a little light on the 
spiciness, a little too demanding of 
time to chew the occasionally fibrous 
beef. 

Somehow, this orgy of comfort 
food was not working out has antici- 
pated. Perhaps the most irksome 
aspect of the meal was that it came 
without a single lousy fortune cook- 
ie. The whole blessed experience 
cost me a mere $41, before tip. I 
guess that mutually satisfying asso- 
ciation will have to wait for some 
other time when the Blue Willow 
and myself are more inclined to 
reach an understanding.
